Our Relief and Annuity Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, has 
on roll 611 ministers, 422 widows, and 150 dependent children, making 
a total of 1,183. There was collected by this Board from al] sources. 
$690,519.03 and the cost for handling this tund amounted to $21,000.00. 
On the roll of our State Board we have 114 beneficiaries. A sum 
of $17,310.48 per year is being spent upon these, which give each 
one $151.48 per year.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS 


For nearly a century we have been promoting what we know as State 
missions. There was a time when we thought that State missions would 
no longer be necessary and we could turn our attention more to foreign 
missions or some other phase of the work. We no longer have such 
dreams but realize that we shall continue to have State mission work to 
do as long as men Continue to multiply on the face of the earth. The 
character of the work done changes from time to time with the change 
of conditions, but never growing less significant. 

As the State of North Carolina changes from an agricultural to an in- 
dustrial center the State mission task grows larger—towns and hamlets 
spring up over night, with ever growing need of help in church leader- 
ship and houses of worship. The character of the people who inhabit 
these towns forbid their financing, adequately, the church problems in 
their midst. 

There is another problem that has lately aroused religious leaders 
and it ought to arouse us all. We refer to the religious training of our 
Baptist boys and girls in the State schools and universities. Weare not 
now, nor will we be in the future, able to provide schools and colleges 
for all the boys and girls of Baptist persuasion that are going to high 
school and college. They must attend state institutions if they attend 
at all. State missions would be amply justified in existing and the total 
amount now raised could be wisely spent on student pastors, church 
equipment and christian workers among the students that are now in 
state schools’ The board is doing some work of this kind and must do 
more or lose large numbers of bright boys and girls to the denomina- 
tional cause and from christian activity. 

Space will not allow us to but mention, the Sunday School work, B. 
Y. P. U. work, enlistment and evangelism, training of pastors in pastors 
schools. These are all worthy of our best effort, Ler us rally to the 
support of our State mission board, pay our indebtedness and enlarge 
her usefulness.
